Ww Imington helps in quick 
response to Woburn incident

At 9:30 Friday night, Woburn 
Police received an emergency 
telephone call reporting that youths 
at a dance at the Boys and Girls 
Club were in need of medical aid. 

From that point on, through the 
night into Saturday and all through 
the weekend, the event became what 
was termed by Middlesex County 
District Attorney Thomas Reilly, “a 
nightmare.” 

Fourteen teens, 12 of them girls, 
were rushed to hospitals in 
comatose conditions, after they had 
ingested quantities of a medicine 
known as Baclofen. 

The pills, referred to by 
authorities as in the "hundreds," 


were apparently distributed during 
the course of a teen dance where 
about 150, mostly in the middle 
school age group had gathered. 

Upon arrival at the club, police 
and fire officials were made aware 
that the ca for the medical aid 
was the distribution of the small 
white pills. 

Baclofen, according to medical 
authorities, is a muscle relaxant or 
depressant, and is used by patients 
suffering from multiple sclerosis 
and other neurological conditions. 

It was quickly recognized that the 
rescue forces had a major medical 
emergency on their hands, and the 
mutual aid system was activated, 
bringing in firefighters, emergency

The two groups began yelling 
back and forth, then Burke and his 
friend then got out of the truck. 


The two men approached the 
Mustang, as they approached, Gibel 
then began to drive in circles 
around the two men, Burke's 
friend then walked back to the 
truck. 

On the fourth circle, Burke 
lunged at the Mustang in attempt to 
grab Gibel. Burke held on to the 
car as Gibel sped off. When he let 
go of the car, he got caught 
underneath the car.

Aging bridge at 
top of plans

One of the proposed plans by the 
Wilmington. Town Center 
Committee is the intersection 
improvement project of the Route 
62 Bridge. The newly formed 
committee has met a few times 
recently to discuss necessary 
changes for the town, and 
rebuilding the aging bridge was at 
the top of the eventual plans. 

At the moment, much of the town 
center is in the works for a 
makeover. Along with added 
parking spaces, a new sewer system 
is planned, as well. The MBTA is 
also working out a design to build a 
parking facility for the Wilmington 
train stop. Although no contract 
has been decided upon, MBTA 
officials have been in the area 
looking at potential sites. 

Wilmington town officials are 
hoping for an MBTA parkway 
conducive to all parties. According 
to Town City Committee 
Chairperson, Lynn Duncan, a large 


MBTA facility will open up 
opportunities for local businesses. 
With more people boarding the 
train in Wilmington, it is likely that 
more revenue will enter the town. 

Much of the talk of change comes 
only four years after a town study 
found many of Wilmington's zones 
not encouraging. Adopted in 1994, 
many of the study recommendations 
began in the central business 
district Beginning with the 
allowance of special permits to site 
restaurants, the changes underwent 
Now the town is preparing for a 
concrete rebirth, of sorts. 

The Route 62 Bridge rebuilding 
is most likely the first town project 
to go underway. The idea is to set 
up four traveling lanes on the 
narrow bridge, with hopes of 
lightening the often congested 
traffic brought on by poor road 
space. The bridge plans are for the 
entire intersection, and will take 
place during the day, and without 
complete shutdown of the bridge.

start in early spring

Replacement and repairs Yor the 
Route 62/38 bridge and intersection 
are scheduled to begin early this 
spring. At a cost of $2.6 million, a 
new four lane bridge, along with 
upgraded traffic signals, should 
help ease some of the traffic 
problems associated with that 
section of roadway. 

According to Julie Vitek, the 
Massachusetts Highway Department 
spokesperson, the low bid contract 
is awarded to SPS New England 
Inc. of Salisbury, MA. "After we 
complete the property taking, the 
project should move forward very 
quickly,” said Vitek. 

Over 35 parcels of land were 
needed before construction could 
begin on the project. "To my 
understanding, the land needed to 
do the job is in place," said Vitek. 
Any landowners effected were 
compensated fair market value for 
their property. Small traces of land 
surrounding the bridge were taken 
to ensure the needed space for the 
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upgrades. No buildings will be 
destroyed in pursuit of the project. 

"My understanding is the bridge 
will remain open during all phases 
of construction, id Wilmington 
Town Engineer Harold Gollam. 
Two lanes of travel will remain 
open during all the phases, but 
without sidewalks for pedestrian 
traffic. 

The major features of the project 
include a new four lane bridge with 
turning lanes and a_ wider 
intersection with turning lanes from 
all four points of the intersection. A 
complete set of new traffic signals 
that will have timed left and right 
turning lights are also included in 
the design. 

This construction project should 
vastly improve the flow of traffic in 
this area of Wilmington. Staging 
for the project should start in about 
a months’ time. The contractor will 
try to maintain a minimum of

With $140,000 
in escrow (6/30/96), it seems a bit 
of a stretch to base all of this 
project on that sum as a down 
payment and have a loan sustained 
by the income/expense figures filed 
with Scott Harshbarger's Attorney 
Public Charities Bureau. (Where 
does the proposal that Tewksbury's 
taxpayers pick up the slack fit? - we 
can discuss this too - later). 

In the end, though, for this Ice 
Arena project to work, it has to 
make sense as a_ business 
proposition. Bickering must end if 
investor confidence is to be 
maintained. All must work together 
openly-to get it done ‘right. It's a 
team effort. When I played defense 
in high school, liked rerouting the 
opposition and getting the puck to 
my teammates so they could score. I 
sull do. After playing from 
elementary school into college - 
while I had strong ankles and 
flexible knees - I coached the 
“Middler" and "League" teams at 
Tabor Academy. That was 25 years 
ago - but I still know how to work 
with a team. And it is now up to all 
of us to take advantage of a golden 
opportunity that Governor Weld 
‘has presented to us when he signed 
over to the town land on which we 
could do something we haven't done 
yet - get an Ice Arena off the dime 
and onto the Livingston Street 
parcel! I look forward to working 
with Tewksbury Youth Skating to 
make it happen. Come to 
Northmeadow at 7:30 p.m. with 
your questions an ideas. Your 
positive support is needed. See you 
there!

During 1996, volunteers surveyed 
the shoreline, measured river water 
temperature, dissolved oxygen, 
turbidity, and bacteria levels.

Back Yard Birding 


by Hugh Wiberg 

A Tewksbury resident called the 
other night and asked “is it my 
imagination, or are there a lot 
fewer birds coming to our feeders 
this year than last winter?" A 
Wilmington "birder" stopped me 
in DeMoulas last week and asked 
essentially the same question. In 
our backyard here on Middlesex 
Avenue in North Wilmington the 
number of birds is definitely down 

The reason? Last winter, with 
over a hundred inches of snow, the 
birds were hard pressed to survive 
with much of their food sources 
well buried. This year, with an 
almost non-existent snow cover, 
the chickadees, titmice, and 
nuthatches have not been driven to 
our feeders. My guesstimate is that 
the activity at the suet and 
sunflower feeders is down by at 
least 25 percent this year, 
compared to last year. 

In spite of seeing crocus shoots 
poking through already (another 
sign of an early spring) winter is 
far from over. Look for an 
increase in feathered visitors if and 
when we get six inches of snow. 

Speaking of signs of an early 
spring, another tell-tale indication 
is recent sightings of several 
species of birds in eastern 
Massachusetts which normally are 
still down south in mid February. 
The Globe, last Sunday, reported a 
small flock of redwinged black 
birds in Norfolk. Redwings usually 
begin to appear here abouts around 
March 5, Also spotted are scattered 
robins, brown thrashers, Baltimore 
orioles, American kestrels (a small 
migratory falcon) and flickers. I 
am tempted to say that we'll see a 
major temperature warming 
around the first week of March, 
but I won't; I am wary of fickle 
New England weather patterns. 


Several calls to report; Valery 
Borgal of Seventh Street in South 
Tewksbury reports seeing a single 
mockingbird in her yard on the 
last day of January. My brother 
Dave, on Birchwood Drive in 
Wilmington, called to say a 
Carolina wren was busy at his suet 
feeder early in February. Mrs. M. 
of Tewksbury (she was shy about 
identifying herself) called to ask if 
there was any way to tell male 
from female birds in her yard. 
Most of our winter visitors cannot 
be differentiated, male to female. 
The ones which can, are white 
breasted nuthatches (the "cap" on 
the head of the male is coal black, 
while the cap on the head of the 
female is dark gray), woodpeckers; 
on both the small downy and the 
larger hairy woodpeckers there is 
a bright red spot on the back of the 
heads of the males. With purple 
finches, the males have a lovely 
wine red breast, while the females 
show pronounced brown streaks on

light tan breasts. In another six 
Weeks, you will-be able to tell male 
from female goldfinches, as the 
males gradually molt to a brilliant 
yellow. The male cadinal is a 
brilliant red, while his mate is a 
light tannish color. 

Chickadees, titmice, bluejays, 
mourning doves, juncos, house 
sparrows and the rest of our 
common backyard species are 
identical, male to female. 

We are off to Florida to chase 
herons, egrets,—and—flamingos. 
around the Everglades and will 
report any unusual sightings in the 
March column. 

By far the most numerous 
visitors to our backyard this winter 
are goldfinches. We have counted 
25 at the same time, either on the 
feeders or waiting their turn in the 
trees. Purple finches are very rare 
visitors, as are house finches. 
Second most common are 
mourning doves, with a flock of 20 
or more on the ground every 
morning. 

No new species have been 
reported since last month, meaning 
the count is holding at 18 so far 
this winter. 

Turkey. Update: The five wild 
turkeys (mother and two each male 
and female juveniles) seen 
regularly in our neighborhood 
since last August suddenly 
disappeared about mid January. 
We were concerned that they 
might have come to an unhappy 
end, either by car or predators. 
Here is the good news; on 
February 3, I received a call from 
an employee at the Regional Health 
Center reporting that five turkeys 
were appearing every morning al 
the back of that facility. 1 drove 
over there the next morning with a 
bag of cracked corn, and sure 
enough, there they were! 

I'm sure these are the same birds, 
since they ran to within 10 feet of 
me as I approached them. They 
were three females and two males. 
Apparently they either flew over 
Route 93 (possible, -but not 
probable) or walked over the 
Route 62 bridge. I was pleased to 
note that they are in excellent 
physical condition.

Town functions: safety and education 


Dear Larz: 

In April the voters of Wilmington 
will have the opportunity to answer 
a question that will decide how 
Wilmington as a community will 
prepare to approach the needs of its 
residents as we embark on the new 
century. The issues involved are 
fundamental ones that face every 
growing community. Namely, the 
two most important functions of 
any town, that. being providing 
protection and safety of its citizens 
and-the-education of the children. 

Although the way to bes 
administer these responsibilities is 
often subject to diverse opinion, we 
must give deference to those who 
have been charged with carrying 
out these functions. Police officers, 
firefighters, teachers and 
administrators will agree with the 
recommendation of the Permanent 
Building Commitice that this is a 
most critical time for our town and 
that the best advantage we can give 
them right now is the much needed 
space to deliver the essential 
services they provide. In other 
words, construction of a new 
modernly equipped public safety 
building that will serve as a 
combined fire/police department, 
along with the building of a new 
middle school to give relief to the 
serious overcrowding of classrooms 
that currently jeopardizes the 
fundamental right of every student 
to a fair opportunity to learn, 

As a community there can be no 
serious disagreement that given the 
past and continuing growth rate of 
our town we would all benefit 
tremendously by the 
implementation of the 
recommendation to build the new 
facilities. However, as individuals 
and taxpayers we als' 
of how we will be affected directly 
by choosing to vote in favor of the 
proposal, Obviously moncy will be 
needed to fund the construction of 
the new buildings, and quite clearly 
this translates into a temporary 
increase in tax upon taxpayers. 
Reconciling the fact this cost may 

be easily offset by a corresponding 
increase in property values that are 


always enjoyed by a community that 


shows a deep concern for the safety 
and protection of its citizens and the 
value it places on the education of 
its children, the choice seems 
obvious. 

Taxpayers need to cducate 
themselves on some of the facts of 
the costs, The increase for the 
average taxpayer in Wilmington 
will amount to less than $15 a 
month over a period of some 10 
years, after which time the debt will 
be paid off and the excess tax will 
disappear. Also, the construction 


currently eligible to a 65 percent 
reimbursement from the state, in 
other words, the school will only 
have a real cost of 35 percent 
Careful consideration of these facts 
makes it a hard deal to pass up. 
Finally, we need to come together 
as individuals and decide as a 
community to build Wilmington's 
future now. Everybody must come 
out and vote in April at the clection 
and the subsequent town meeting to 
show their support by declaring in a 
common voice that we care about 
our town, our neighbors and our 
most precious asset, our children.

extensive analysis is the fruit of 
two years of labor by experts. 

The Fina}-Report has been the 
subject of considerable scrutiny 
and discussion in the regional 
anedia and on Beacon Hill; it is 
ranticipated that vigorous debate 
‘and remedial action will be 
itangoing for quite some time to 
yeome because there are about 
154,000 SPED students in the 
Gommonwealth and costs are 
rising significantly and alarmingly 
:in the view of some authorities. 
:,In Wilmington there recently has 
been a reduction in such costs. In 
Fiscal Year '97, which will end 
June 30, $3,426,694, or 22% of 
{the budget of $15,479,151 was 
devoted to SPED, including 
transportation; in FY '98 costs will

policy and methods of handling 
funds. : 

A few pertinent statistics 
illustrate in part the dimensions of 
the statewide crisis. There has been 
a 41% increase statewide in special 
needs enrollments. From FY ‘92 to 
FY '96 there was a 57% increase 
in children three years old and 
under "with significant disabilities 
served by early intervention." 
From FY '94 to'96 there was a 
"34% increase in children in 
Department of Social Services 
placement under the age of two." 
Add to this a 150% increase in 
preschool enrollment in general 
and a hint of the proportions of the 
challenges becomes manifest. 

Major causes derive from 
advances in medical technology, 
deinstitutionalization and privati- 
zation trends in coping with related 
problems, the increase in the 
number of children in poverty, and 
the disintegration of family 
structure; thus it can be seen that 
the overall problem‘is not caused 
by the students themselves or by 
official policies but by medical, 
economic and social factors. 

The problem is exacerbated by 
the current funding formula; the 
stark contrast between hopeful 
theory and actual reality is 
demonstrated clearly by the 
following tabulation:

Federal standards and definitions 
for those used now by the state in 
order to give much-needed latitude 
and flexibility to local admin- 
istrators.

his investigators led by First 
Assistant District. Attorney John 
McAvoy and Assistant District 
Attorney Kurt Schwartz, were 
spearheading the full scale 
investigation with Woburn Police, 

Police Chief Philip Mahoney said 
that Insp. William Coakley was the 
lead Woburn investigator, joined by 
inspectors and officers Capt. 
William Magee, Sgt. Robert Scire, 
and officers William Jewer, 
Michael Pandolph. Robert Rufo and 
Robert Ferullo. 

State Troopers out of the D.A's 
office, Lisa Butner and Steve 
Blanchette, are also on the 
investigative team. ¥ 

"We'will get to the bottom of this 
as quickly as possible," Chief 
Mahoney said. 

Mahoney, Reilly and Mayor 
Robert M. Dever were in direct 
contact throughout the night Friday, 
again on Saturday and on Sunday. 

Lines were kept open at 
headquarters with the Winchester 
Hospital, Lahey Hitchcock Clinic, 
Children's Hospital and 
Massachusetts General Hospital in 
Boston. 

Taking part in the conferences 
through the weekend was Dr. 
Jefferson Prince of West Woburn, a 
son-in-law of Mayor Dever. 

He went with the mayor to the 
scene at the Boys and Girls Club 
Friday night, and then with the 
mayor and police, visited all the 
hospitals. 

Dr. Prince, during a conference at 
headquarters Saturday morning said 


that the drug Baclofen shuts down 
the lungs and produces profound 
weakness in the muscle area. He 


said respiratory assistance and life 
support systems are the needed to 
sustain life. 


Dr. Michael W. Shannon, a 
toxicologist and associate chief of 
emergency medicine at Children's 
Hospital, said that some of the 
children took as many as 30 pills. 
He said, that at high doses, the drug 
attacks the nervous system, causes 
inebriation, muscle weakness, and 
changes in mental state and 
produces coma. 

Reilly, Mahoney and Dever met in 
the police station auditorium 
Saturday morning with the 
directors of the Boys and Girls 
Club, members of the School 
Committee and school officials 
headed by Supt. Carl Batchelder, 
Assistant Supt. Dr. Louise Nolan, 
and several guidance counselors. 

Reilly briefed them prior to the 
press conference before a battery of 
over 50 members of the print, 
television and radio media. 

At that time, Reilly said, "if a 
tragedy has been avoided, it is 
because of the quick response by all 
in the community who became 
involved." 

He noted at that time, that some of 
the children “are not out of the 
woods yet." 

Many have already been released 
from the area hospitals,while all are 
expected to make a complete 
recovery. 

"We know the immediate source 
of the drug, but we have a long way 
to go," said Reilly on Saturday 
without further elaboration. 


Dever said, “this is not a street 
drug. It is a medicine, and 1 urge 
that all parents that if they have 
medicines in their home that they 
take care of it." 


- In Boston, Dr. Shannon said that 


he would expect that all of the 
victims would survive, chiefly 
because of the quick response with 
medical aid. 

He reported that there would be 
no permanent brain damage, nor 
damage to other organs, barring 
any further complications. 

As of noon today (March 3), the 
status of the 14 children taken to 
area hospitals after Friday's 
overdose is as follows:

For the past year or so, parents 
of Wilmington High School 
athletes were paying $50 for 
child to play a sport at WHS. 
Then two weeks ago those paréhts 
got a nice present when the 
Wilmington School Committee 
voted to eliminate that user's fee. 
But last Wednesday night, the 
user's fee was put back on the 
table, however, the cost is cut in 
half to $25 per child per sport. 

“Our goal has always been to 
eliminate the user's fee com- 
pletely,” said school committee 
member Bob Surran. “And we 
still might have that chance. Mr. 
Gillis might be able to raise the 
other $17,500 to eliminate it, or 
he might realize that he can find 
those funds from somewhere else 
in his budget, or he might decide 
that he doesn’t have to buy some 
new equipment and that might 
eliminate it.” 

However, Surran stated that the 
$25 is not paying for the youth 
programs for the intermediate 
schools here in Wilmington. 

“When you are dealing with a 
15 million dollar budget and 
$180,000 of that, let's say hypo- 
thetically, is’ the athletic budget 
{Surran didn’t know the exact 
‘amount of the athletic budget] then 
it is subject to change. I know the 
night that we voted to eliminate 
the user's fee [two meetings ago] I 


went home, looked over my notes 
and realized that we forgot some 
things that should have been in 
that budget. But it's a very 
complex budget and stuff like that 
happens and that’s why you must 
always go back and review it. 

“What if we forgot textbooks 
instead of the youth programs?” 
Surran asked rhetorically. “Then 
we would have to go back into the 
budget and find ways to get the 
money to buy textbooks. 

Surran continued, “This $25 
user's fee is not being paid for 
youth programs [at the inter- 
mediate schools]. After we 
thought we finalized the budget 
we went back and found that we 
didn’t count in those programs. 
But the user's fees and the youth 
programs are not related. We 
could have said that we will elimi- 
nate a bus and that could eliminate 
the user’s fees, but how can we 
say that sports comes before 
safety,” asked Surran. 

When asked if Gillis attended 


last week's meeting, Surran said 
no, probably because Gillis had no 
idea the agenda of the user's fee 
was going to come up again. 
Surran said in response to a 
question by several specators that 
it is not written into Gillis’ 
contract to attend school 
committee meetings. However, 
Surran hopes the school 
committee and Gillis will be able 
to find a way to eliminate the 
user’s fees once and for all. 

“T wouldn't say that the user’s 
fees are definitely here to stay, we 
could look back and find ways to 
cut down on something else and 
therefore the user's fees wouldn't 
be needed,” Surran said. “ On a 
big budget such as this, you can 
always go back and review it and 
money may be available. But I'm 
happy that within a few years that 
we have reduced the user’s fee 
from $100 to $50 and now to 
$25," Surran continued. 

This reporter tried to contact 
Gillis on Tuesday night for 
comment, but was unsuccessful.

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Spring cleaning is at hand

Each change of season brings 
new opportunities to camp, fish or 
hunt. As the weather warms, try 
finding a new camping area, try 
casting a fly rod for the first time, 
or during this year's hunting sea- 
son, try for a different species. 
These things are all possible if you 
do your research and take care of 
your outdoor equipment. 

Consider the cleaning and repair 
of your rod and reels, camping 
gear, and hunting stuff, now. A 
plain, old fashioned spring 
cleaning. If you cleaned your 
camping gear, fishing gear, and 
guns at the end of each season, 
your job is halfway. done. 

Since fishing season is just 
around the corner, start with 
breaking down each rod and reel, 
Check the guides on the rod as well 
as the wraps holding the guides. If 
the guides are broken, replace 
them. If the lashing is loose, 
rewrap and glaze with epoxy. 
Check the grips for dry rot and 
lightly oil the reel nuts. 

Your fishing reels need to be 
taken apart and wiped clean, Break 
them down only as far as 
necessary. For example, on 
spinning reels, take the reel off and 
wipe clean. Remove the gears and 
cover and oil them. Lightly wipe 
the whole reel down. Do not use 
oil when wiping the outside of the 
reel. While you're tying knots, the 
oil from the reel will contaminate 
the line. Fish do not like petroleum 
byproducts. 

Do not remove the bail wire 
from your reels. They are a pain 
in the neck to get back on if you 
pop the bail spring out of the reel 
housing. For any other reels, do 
the basic breakdown. Check your 
owner's manual for hints and tips. 
If you have major problems, bring 
them down to a good local vendor 
for repair. 

Check the line on the reels for 
wear and tear. Replace the old, 
worn line with fresh mono. Clean 
out your tackle box and sharpen 
the hooks on lures. Rig up your 
favorite tackle setups so you can 
quickly change the tackle to fit 
different fishing situations. 

For hiking and camping gear, 
wait for warmer days. When it is 
warm enough, set up tents, check 
for rips, holes, and rot. Hang 
sleeping bags to air them out. 
Perform some basic maintenance 
on stoves and lanterns. Check them 
for serviceability. Replace or clean 
the working parts on these devices 
Check on the basic items you need 
for a camping trip and stock up. 

Some of those items include: 
checking for missing items in the 
first aid kit, extra propane gas for 
stove, bug repellent, extra tent 
stakes, tarps, water proof matches, 
lantern mantels, and trash bags. 

After everything is cleaned and 
repaired, place the items in marked 
containers for easy packing on 
travel day. The above mentioned 
items are for campsite camping. If 
you are planning a wilderness 
backpack trip, there is a higher 
level of detailed planning needed. 
for car camping these suggestions 
should provide a good working 
plan. 

Finally, take your guns out of the 
closet and get to the rifle range. 
Practice, practice, practice. Even if 
hunting season is months away, go 
out and check the sighting of your 
hunting guns. After you fire your 
rifle or shotgun, give it a good 
cleaning. 

Regular firing of your guns 
keeps the aim true, gives you 
needed practice, and reinforces 
safe handling procedures. If you 
don't have a range to go to, join 
one of the final local clubs. Joining 


a club provides a safe place to 
practice as well as a venue to 
exchange technique and ideas. 

This list is the tip of the iceberg. 
Depending on your particular 
outdoor interest, this is the time to 
check out your gear. Checking, 
repairing, and maintaining your 
equipment now, saves a trip later. 
Along with your annual spring 
cleaning, take time to make sure 
your gear is ready to go. You 
never know when an opportunity 
to get to outdoors will appear. Stay 
ready. 

Last week I wrote of the 
importance of planning for the 
upcoming hunting season now. The 
fact is, this is the time to start 
planning for all your warm 
weather adventures. 

Depending on the area and where 
you decided to camp, most private 
camp owners will provide you 
with a map of the camp area. Often 
they will highlight the best sites 
and inform you on availability. 


Early bookings tend to get the best 
price. 

National Forest camp grounds 
are generally first come, first 
served. In some areas you need 
special permits or reservations, 
Call the National Forest-Service 
for information. 

A couple hours of early planning 
can save you lots of time and 
money. Outdoor adventures are 
very popular. Areas and trips fill 
up fast once the days get longer. 
Take the time to do your 
homework. It may make the 
difference between a great vacation 
and a bad vacation.

BROCKTON - The earsplit-

It is a sport that is not for the 
faint hearted or the weak spirit- 
ed.

“How often do you see two 
wheelchairs colliding into each 
other on purpose?,” 24-year-old 
Larry Brennan, Wakefield resi- 
dent, wheelchair rugby player 
and Robert Brennan's son said.

“The usage of the neighbor- 
opposed Bear Hill recreational 
site was decided upon by the 
Selectmen after weeks of study,” 
notes the Reading edition of the 
“Daily Times Chronicle.” 

“Located at the Summit 
Village townhouses near 
Hopkins and Cedar Streets, the 
recreational site was originally 
slated to be a playground. 

“After numerous public hear- 
ings, neighborhood outcry, town 
site visits and planning sessions, 
Recreational Director Joe 
Connelly presented a plan affa- 
ble to all interested parties. 

“You put in everything that 
people wanted,’ Gerald 
MacDonald, of Bear Hill Rd. 
said. ‘That's a feat in itself’ 

“The conceptual plan, which 
was unanimously supported by 
the board, outlined what the 
area will look like. 

“There will be three small 
playground devices, a swing, a 
slide and a track. Neighbors dis- 
liked the original idea of a full 
playground set, but agreed, the 
pieces for smaller children are 
acceptable. 

“Also located in Lot 51 of 
Summit Village, where a con- 
struction house is currently 
located, will be a gazebo-shelter, 
a botanical garden, a tot sled- 
ding track and two benches 

“This design is being taken 
directly from the neighbors’ 
suggestions,’ Connelly said. 

“The original cost allotted for 
the playground was $15,000. That 
amount was specified when the 
town sold off the portion of the 
land to build residences. The 
Community Pldhning and 
Development Commission devel- 
oped into the approval of the 
sale a requirement for $15,000 to 
be spent on an open space of 
land accessible to the public.

These days, with Christopher 
Reeve’s recent polo injury, most 


people understand what it 


means to be a quadriplegic, but 
fewer understand the different 


levels of mobility quadriplegics 
have - an essential concept to 
understanding the game 


“No two injuries are the 
same,” Brennan said explaining 
being a quadriplegic means to 
have weakness in all four limbs 
and not being completely para- 
lyzed. 

Players are classified by their 
level of injury. Brennan and 
Sarofeen are both called 0.5s 
while Killilea is a 2.5, meaning 
Killilea has more mobility than 
his younger team members. 

Players are ranked from 0.5s 
to 3.5s. Four players from each 
team are allowed on the basket- 
ball courts during play. The 
classification of the players 
must not exceed eight points. 

Simply put, the goal of the 
game is to roll a volleyball, 
while in the offense’s posses- 
sion, through goals set up on 
either end of the basketball 
court. 

Rules from many traditional 
sports were borrowed to develop 
quad rugby. Some familiar 
terms and concepts are “set 
picking,” “screening,” “fouling” 
and “power plays.” 

When the offense inbounds 
the ball, they have 15 seconds to 
cross the center line. If the 
offense can get by the crashing 
metal chairs and the defense’s 
set picks, they attempt to wheel, 
with volleyball in hand, through 
the goal at the other end of the 
court. 

When the game was first 
played, strength was the key to 
winning. Today, the key is speed. 

The Pitbull’s speed comes 
from Wayland’s Adam Ellis, 
among other players. Ellis has 
placed both in first and second 
while racing in quad division of 
the Boston Marathon. 

Rugby players of different 
levels play different roles on the 
court. Brennan and Sarofeen 
block, by slamming their light- 
weight, body-fitting wheelchairs 
into the offense, while Killilea 
and Ellis maneuver, looking for 
the fast break. 

The personally designed 
wheelchairs and safety mea- 
sures protect players from 
injury. 

“Their injuries do not take 
that (the competitive drive) out 
of them,” Robert Brennan, who 
travels with the team replacing 
deflated tires, fixing damaged 
chairs and helping out the play-

The Massachusetts Division 
of Fisheries and Wildlife, in con- 
junction witha host of public 
agencies and private organiza- 
tions, has recently produced the 
Massachusetts Wildlife Viewing 
Guide.

The needles remain in 
the body for 20 to 40 minutes. 

After the treatment, many 


people feel more relaxed and 
feel a relief of symptoms or 
more energetic for days follow- 
ing the treatment. 

The number of required treat- 
ments depends on the nature of 
the complaint, its severity, and 
how long the condition has been 
present. Treatments are ‘usually 
scheduled weekly with a course 
of treatment often requiring 10 
to 12 office visits. Some patients 
only need a few sessions while 
others need sustained care to 
reverse entrenched patterns 
established over time.

Three years ago Thomas J. 
O'Hare asked himself, “My God, 
how are these people (retirees) 
going to pay their taxes.” With 
inflation and a rising cost of liv- 
ing index the concerned civic 
minded retiree made some 
inquiries and today North 
Reading has one of the best 
senior citizen tax rebate pro- 
grams in Massachusetts. 

O'Hare, a tall, friendly man 
with 41 years education experi- 
ence, went to Edith O'Leary, 
director of North Reading’s 
Council On Aging, and told her 
“It’s something we ought to pur- 
sue. She probably was the best 
person in town to know the 
needs of seniors” “ Y') 

O'Hare, Henry Zerwell and’ 
Davis Alexander rolled up their 
sleeves and came up with a well 
thought out plan for the tax 
rebate program that town meet- 
ing would accept. It approved 
and the program was initiated 
in October, 1995. 

In the last two years 60 senior 
citizens have been approved and 

are working at schools, the 
North Reading Police and Fire 
Departments, Town Hall, 
Department of Public Works, 
Public Library, Recreation 
Department, Assessing and two 
commissions. 

The program was organized 


and structured so Town Admin- 
istrator Thomas G. Younger 
heads up the program while 
department heads provide per- 
sonnel assistance (needs), and a 
volunteer review committee 
screens applicants. Basically it’s 


a matter of matching senior’s 
skills to the right job. Town 
Administrator Younger says 


“Politics are eliminated.” 

This program makes seniors 
feel good about themselves, and 
gives them something to look 
forward to. Mr. O'Hare says, 
“people have to help people and 
share their time and organiza- 
tional skills and talent.” 

What does the town adminis- 
trator think of Mr. O’Hare’s 
organizational and mediation 
skills? Mr. Younger gays, “You 
literally cannot count the 
* amount of time he has put into 
this. He is one of the major cat- 
alysts behind it; getting it out 
into the community. He’s a 
mediator and very low keyed 
about it. There are very few

School Notes to S-10 


There are certain rules that 

must be followed to claim anoth- 
er person even a son or daugh- 
ter, as a dependent on a tax 
return. 
Basically, to be claimed as a 
dependent, a person must meet 
five tests: The member of house- 
hold or relationship test, the cit- 
izenship test, the joint return 
test, the gross income test and 
the support test. 

Household or Relationship 
Test 

Dependents must live with 
the taxpayer for the entire year 
or be closely related to the tax- 
payer, such as sons and daugh- 
ters, parents, grandparents and 
some other relatives. 

Citizenship Test 

Generally dependents must 
be U.S. residents or citizens or 
residents of Canada or Mexico. 


Joint Return Test 

Dependents may not file joint 
returns. The only exception is 
for those who file a return only 
to get back a tax refund 
(Neither husband not wife has 
enough income to require filing 
of a tax return). 


Gross Income Test 

The gross income test refers 
to how much income the depen- 
dent had during the year. 
Dependents must have less than 
$2,500 unless they are the tax- 
payer's child and are either 
under age 19 at the end of the 
year or under age 24 and a full 
time student for some part of 
each of five months of the year. 


Support Test 

Finally, taxpayers, usually 
must pay more than half the 
cost of supporting their depen- 
dents for the year. 


In addition to the five tests, 
taxpayers, must have a Social 
Security number for each depen- 
dent who was born before 
November 1995. Form SS-5 
"Application for a Social 
Security Number Card," avail- 
able from the Social Security 
Administration is used to apply 
for a number. 


Tax returns without correct 
Social Security numbers will not 
be processed until the Social 
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Rules govern dependents on taxes 


Security numbers are verified, 
which means any refunds will be 
delayed.

From the opening shots, 
when Director Mike Newell 
slowly introduces characters 
with still photos, huge enlarge- 
ments, and stop motion photog- 
raphy, you know you are in for 
something different. If nothing 
else, this certainly strips the 
romance right out of Mafia 
movies, 

Johnny Depp is the title char- 
acter in this fact-based story of 
an undercover FBI agent who 
infiltrated the Mob in 1978, He 
has a wife (Anne Heche) and 
three children in the suburbs, 
but lives the life of a jewelry 
fence in New York City. With 
much determination he be- 
friends Lefty (Al Pacino), a 
gangster who sees something 
likeable in Brasco. 

The two form one of the most 
satisfying and unusual friend- 
ships in cinema history. Lefty 
sees Brasco as the son he wish- 
es he had, and not the junkie 
with which he’s cursed. Brasco 
responds to Lefty’s surprisingly 
kind and open nature. More than 
that, he likes the life. 

Brasco finds he fits fight in, 
He enjoys the excitement, the 
loyalty, the family feeling. He 
also learns to turn off his emo- 
tions and act as brutally as the 
hitmen and legbreakers with 
which he spends his time. The 
longer he stays undercover, the 
further away he pushes his 
other, legitimate self. 


The script fascinates for sev- 
eral reasons. It’s very revealing 
in that we know, without a 
doubt, what’s happening -in the 
heads of Brasco and Lefty. Even 
minor characters, such as 
Brasco’s unhappy wife, reveals 
enough depth to feel real. And 
the characters speak so convine- 
ingly you'd swear the dialogue 
was lifted from actual tran- 
scripts. 

Screenwriter Paul Attanasio 
also makes a point about the 
FBI being just another name for 
Mafia. Both groups follow a sim- 
ilar hierarchy, each has its own 
dress code, and the men travel 
in packs. Except the Mob has a 
stronger sense of loyalty. 

Director Mike Newell, best 
known for “Four Weddings and a 
Funeral”, deftly weaves together 
several emotional subtexts while 
delivering a story that is simul- 
taneously gritty, sensitive and 
suspenseful. For a two and a 
half hour movie, this never 
drags, as Newell keeps the 
action moving and maintains an 
r= natural atmosphere. 


DONNIE BRASCO (Johnny Depp) infiltrates the mob 
with the unwitting help of Lefty (Al Pacino), the luckless 


mob veteran who becomes Donnie Brasco’s mentor, in 
the true life drama, DONNIE BRASCO. 


Pacino is superb as the aging 
soldier who sadly keeps at the 
game, although he knows he's 
risen as far as he will up the 
wiseguy ladder. He doesn’t even 
have to talk. His eyes say every- 
thing. Depp stretches his range 
and is often very adept at play- 
ing a New York hoodlum, but 
occasionally lets us see the 
cracks in his persona. The rest 
of the cast, especially Heche, 
Michael Madsen and Bruno 
Kirby, keep this interesting at 
every level 


Short Takes 


Marvin’ 's Room. Fine perfor- 
mances aid this depressing fam- 
ily drama. Meryl Streep is the 
hardened and selfish Ohio hair- 
dresser who drags her troubled 
children down to Florida when 
her sister (Diane Keaton) is 
diagnosed with leukemia.

Before you start 
Before taking a chair apart, 
examine it carefully. Plan to 
correct any previous quick-fix 
irs. Before disassembly, 
remove all the fasteners. Label 


the components to ensure cor- 
rect reassembly. 

In any chair, the best way to 
fix a loose joint is to dismantle 
only the affected parts and 
reglue them. To dismantle a 
joint, gently work the pieces 
loose by hand, or use a rubber 
mallet or a hammer with a 
padded wooden block. If a joint 
is only slightly loose, you may 
be able to fix it by injecting a 
liquid wood sweller into it. 
Leave tight joints undisturbed. 

Never substitute screws, 
nails, metal plates or angle 
irons for a good glue job. It 
helps to place a chair in a 
warm, dry room for a few days 
before dismantling it. 

A chair part may work loose 
because the glue has dried out, 
the wood has shrunk or be- 
cause damage to another part 
of the chair has put a strain on 
the joint. Many loose joints can 
be repaired by pulling the joint 
apart, removing the old glue, 
applying new glue and clamp- 
ing the pieces, After the glue is 
removed, test fit the pieces 
without glue to make sure all 
joints fit properly. 

Sometimes the tenon on the 
end of a rung or spindle may 
need to be enlarged to fit snug- 
ly in its hole. Try wrapping 
thread or a wood shaving 
around the tenon, using glue to 
hold it in place. 

Loose frame 

If you notice play in a frame 
chair during use, check to see 
whether the frame is working 
loose around the seat. If it is, 
strengthen the frame by in- 
stalling glue blocks. Cut a tri- 
angular block of hardwood, 
about 1 1/2-inches thick, to fit 
snugly into each corner of the 
frame. Make the block about 5- 
to-6-inches long and drill two 
holes through it and into the 
frame. Glue the mating sur- 
faces and screw the blocks into 
place. If the frame already has 
glue blocks, reinstall them with 
fresh glue and slightly larger 
diameter screws to increase 
their holding power.
